The early birds came to roost at 
10.00 and, entrenching themselves 
against the cold, settled down to 
v^alt for the Mustangs to become 
Metras' night-marcs. By one o'clock 
the students' sections wecc full to 
over-flowing although only 10 peo 
pie huddled in the reserved sections 
across the field. Eventually the 
crowds filled every available seat 
and over-flowed on to the track to 
sit on benches, planks, and roft 
drink cases. The crowd was very 
well handled. 

The stands were dotted with "wig

At Américain List Price 



The Macmlllan Company ot Can- 
ada and the McGraw-Hill Book 
Company have been^selllng Ameri- 
can books, which they publish or 
distribute in Canada at American 
list .iiricesi' for the past two'months, 
RIchey Love, National President of 
the National Federation ot Can- 
adian University Students . said 
here today. - . , • ..• 

Love said that lie had talked to 
Principal F. Cyril James and had 
been told that "two montlu ago 
Macmlllan and McGraw-Hill signi- 
fied their Intention of selling texts 
in Canada at the American list 
price in tlie hope that other pub- 
lishers would follow this practice. 
"As far as I know," Love said, 
"this policy has been in effect fo? 
two months." 

NFCUS. chairman Love presid- 
ed over a one-day meeting ot the 
NFCUS executive committee at the 
University '-.of 'Montreal yesterday. 
He reported that several English 
publishing companies are In Can- 



ada at - the moment investigating 
the'^^,fie(d for "graduate and pro- 
fessional' books." 

"These English companies are de- 
finitely coming into the Canadian 
market, and claim that they will 
be able to sell their books at IS to 
20 per cent cheaper In Canada, be- 
cause of devaluation bnd the low- 
er cost of English texts," Love 
said. 

"It is hoped that professors and 
university heads will take cog' 
nizance of this fact and recommend 
the use of English texts which arc 
being sold at a lower cost wherever 
possible," he said. 

NFCUS is continuing its investiga 
tlon ot the cost of texts at Toronto, 
where the local committee is,'ln> 
vestlgating the question, of dis- 
eounts/to university students and 
ihe cost of second hand; books. An 
interim report from" this investiga- 
tion Is expected toward the end of 
December.

"We have begged for peace long 
enough — the people have the right 
to demand peace", said Mme Dan. 
ielle Dionne at the L.P.P. Open 
Forum on Thursday during a speech 
on thé topic: "Peace . or Atomic 
War." 

Mme. Dionne who is at present 
a member ot the Montreal Peace 
Council, expressed her belief ' that 
no person really wants anothci 
war. She referred to the recent 
peace votes in Italy and France 
and to the Interest aroused by the 
Peace Conference which was held 
in Paris, 

"Ùnlcss we who want /.peace 
make as much noise as those who 
want war are making, we will be 
responsible to a very larg(i extent 
in case of another war", Mme Di- 
onne cautioned. "Our best brains 
arc not at work at our greatest dif- 
ficulties." 

The question of an atomic war is 
the question: "To be or not to be", 
she commented, adding that, in the 
event of a third world war, there 
would certainly, be no monopoly in 
atomlelweapons?

The cause 
was partly due to a failure of the Students 
Kxccutive Council to inake up its mind on just 



what it wanted the various relief organizations 
to do in the way of collecting the money, and 
partly due to a rather weak drive organization. 
But even with these obstacles, the major re- 
sponsibility for the failure of the dtive rested 
squarely with the student body. 

The present drive executive has provided bet- 
ter organization for the collecting of money and 
the Student! Executive Council has declared it- 
self solidly behind the various organizations 
which are ap|)caling for money without the 
muddle-headed amendments and sitb-ain'end- 
ments with which last year's S. E. C. virtually 
killed the drive. 

The success of llic Cliaritics Drive now rests 
with the individual student. It is superfluous 
to say, of course, that some students arc able 
to give more than others. The problem of how 
niuch to give rests with the individual, and we 
can suggest only that the matter of giving is sim- 
ilar to wiiat someone said of a writer who was 
wondering what he should say: "Look into your 
heart and write."

Louis (Ic RochemonI, the illustri- 
ous film producer whose name has 
long been associated with the 
"March of,_Time" screen series, is 
a man whose intelligence and in- 
tegrity are not spared in the mak- 
ing of movies tor popular consump- 
tion. It is no surprise, therefore, 
that his production of the Reader's 
Digest's real life yarn, "Lost Bound- 
aries", is sn example of what Hol- 
lywood can ifdiijn one of its more 
sober moments. Nor is it surpris- 
ing to find that this Intensely mov- 
ing film is a success simply be- 
cause it deliberately docs away 
with the usual Hollywood conven- 
tions of movie-making. 

For example, there are no "name" 
players in the cast. .The leading 
actors are all much more than is 
normally expected, although none 
of them have .been exploited in the 
typical Hollywood style. Then 
again, for a major production, the 
budget for "Lo.^t Boundaries" will 
probably have the movie magnates

green with envy. This is to the 
film's advantage, as the realistic 
settings lend It an air of reality 
and intimacy. Lastly, the plot it- 
self is one that most major studios 
would quietly shun. 

The dramatic story of a colored 
couple, a doctor and his wife who 
"paa" as whites, is the sort of 
thing Hollywood usually evades 
producing. All the expected cliches 
arc discarded to unfold human cin- 
ema, a credit to everyone connect- 
ed with it. On the debit side (Do 
not get the idea that this Is the 
perfect picture!) is comparatively 
poor photography and a static, al- 
most documentary approach lo the 
subject which left this spectator til 
at case.

Eisenberg 
With Quartet

.'Music is like a landscape' was 
how Maurice Eisenberg the guest 
ceillst'of ;the nicGIII String Quartet, 
expressed what he described as the 
creative experience of playing mus- 
ic. And the .concert of one quartet 
and two quinteU at the Moyse HaU 
last Tuesday provided a series of 
contrasted yet harmonious stretches 
of imaginative musical scene. 

The choice of works for the con- 
cert, restricted by the paucity of 
string quintets, certainly presented 
a diversity of this musical landscape. 
The somewhat austere resources of 
Haydn, beautifully proportioned, 
each idea, being developed In detail, 
were an i/npersonal Austrian back- 
ground when contrasted witti the 
flod of beauty and colour of Bo:- 
cerlni— the rich Medlterranian. Ital- 
ian landscape. ' ' 

From the order of the Austrian 
scene, and the wealth of colour of 
the Italian, the transition to the 
Schubert quintet formed' a fitting 
climax to the development Here 
rich Ideas, expressed with Intrlciicy 
and delicacy, suggest not the musi- 
csl landseape, springing from tne 
cultural background of the compos- 
er,' reminiscent even of the actual 
physical surroundings of his life, but 
rsthcr an intellectual phantasy. 

The McGiir Quartet iUclf seemed 
too much dominated by their first 
fiddle Mr. Brott, and as {i result of 
thi.i the interpretation had a cer- 
tain incompleteness.

Danny's "Danny's Den" 
Today "Danny's Den" Is very 
much a reality. It isn't a nightclub, 
but a tiny coffee shop downstairs 
in the Arts Building. Very few 
students know of its existence, as 
it is primarily Intended for mem- 
bers of the staff,, but those who 
have discovered the "den" take 
full advantage of the delicious 
sandwiches and coffee prepared by 
Danny himself. 

"I learned to cook aboard ship," 
he explained. 

Small as It is, Danny's coffee 
shop has literally everything In it 
from "soup to nuts," and it Is ad- 
mirably clean and orderly. Danny 
made the counter, tables, and 
shelves himself. The counterpart ot 
one of his inventions, an ingenious 
cigaret box, was sold to Molson 
Stadium. A porthole and some blue 
curtains made by a Japanese lady 
serve to cover the radiator. 
About Danny 
Danny Gibson was born on a 
farm near Moncton, N.B. He at- 
tended Mt. Alison and Dalhousis 
Universities, where he took Sci- 
ences and Commerce respectively. 

"I changed to Coaimcrce be- 
cause 1 thought It would be easi- 
er," he said, "but It was harder!" 

He also took some summer cour- 
ses at the University of New 
Brunswick. . 

In The Navy 
"I was in the Merchant Navy 
from '36 to '42, until I had my 
accident," said Danny. 

The fateful day was &t. Valen- 
tine's Day, 1042. The S.S. Randa 
had set sail on Friday, February 
13. The next day a. storm bicv/ 
up, and the superstitious crew, 
spurred by fear and liquor, mutin- 
ied. The ship was turned about, 
and In the scuffle, Danny was 
wounded in the back. 

The doctors gave him two weeks 
to live. . . . 

"It didn't bother, mc," Danny 
remarked, ". . , I thought I was 
finished those last ^ three days, 
though . . , then— I think it was 
a miracle — somehow the nerves 
must have heated up. . ." 

Looking For A Job 
He spent three years fiat o» his 
back, with no diversions except 
an occasional book and a radio 
Finally, Danny was allowed to get 
up. He tried to go on where he 
had left off, but Jobs were scarce, 
and Danny Gibson was merely 
one among many unemployed vet- 
erans. 

"I remember sitting here on the 
Arts steps, and my spirits were 
pretty low. ... I thought if 1 
couldn't get a job the next day, I 
might as well commit suicide. . . 

Monday brought new hope— D. 
V.A. had a job for iiim at McGlll 
"running an elevator." 

"I never found the elevator," 
chuckled Danny, .''but li did get a 
job. I spoke to Mr. Cartiicdgc 
(superintendent of janitors in the 
campus buildings), and from that 
day onwards, I became Dn James' 
stewar^." . 

In addition, to his job as Dr. 
James' steward, Danny had several 
other duties. He assisted the jani- 
tor In the Arts building, and work- 
ed at McGill Fraternity House. His 
old dream took a tangible form 
when he obtained Dr. James' per- 
mission to convert the old storcr 
house In the Arts Building Into 
"Danny's Den.'." 

Ambition Realised 
"My weaknesses -'in life arc 
beautiful -women and horses,", stat-

cd Danny. Numerous photographs, 
which he takes himself, cover the 
greater part of two walls. These 
Include ; members of. the faculty, 
students, and other Interesting 
people. 

Some of the more unusual snaps 
include those ot movie stars. Photos 
of Keyc Luke ("Charlie Chan" 
pictures), Sir Lancelot ,t"Romance 
on the High Seas"), and Randy 
Slnloncttc arc among his collection. 

Dnnny was .ilso friendly with 
Dean Gillson, and has served sand 
wiches to the Rt. Hon. Vincent 
Masscy, former ' Canadian High 
Commissioner to Great Britain. 

Danny made many new friends 
at his coffee shop, and has "a lot 
more fun now than before the war." 
His courtesy and good humour have 
indeed made "Danny's Den" a pop 
ular place, and they are a living 
proof of what a man's courage can 
do in time of misfortune.

Music This Wccic

The programme given Friday by 
Alexander Brailowsky was by far 
the most entertaining musical eve- 
ning this season. "The recital was an 
example of completely subjective 
musical interpretation at its best. 
Mr. Brailowsky is a sensitive musl- 
cLin with a keen sense of humour, 
a piaiiist to wliom the act of giving 
a concert has become a great per- 
sonal pleasure. 

He plays with the piano, with the 
music, and with his listeners. His 
performance of a Scarlatti sonata 
was as completely effervescent as 
piano-playing can possibly be. It 
was sheer delight to watch and hear 
him toy with passages that are the 
dread ot most pianists. 

But It was his performance of the 
Moussorgsky "Pictures at an Exhibi- 
tion" that proved how great an in- 
terpretative artist he really Is One 
had the feeling that Brailowsky 
was taking a stroll around the 
picture gallery and describing to 
those that were in the hall, with 
his hands, his head, his shoulders, 
his face, the piano and Mousso.-g 
sky's music, the paintings he iiad 
just viewed. 

We had the ancient castle built 
before our^ eyes and cars. We fell 
the solemnity about this Baroque 
edifice, its atmosphere — its very 
presence. We saw and heard the 
children quarrelling, and we watch 
cd the hooves of the oxen plow 
through the broken sod . . . and 
then finally we had the Great Gate 
of Kiev. Those who were familiar 
with this great work only through 
the Ravel or Stokowsky orchestra 
tlons will now find these arrange 
mcnts very pallid after hearing the 
original last Friday. 

Had anyone else been playing, the 
dramatization would have been op- 
pressive. But it was obvious that 
Brailowsky was completely ab 
sorbcd In presenting The Pictures 
to his audience. It was a wonderful 
collaboration between two magnl 
ficent tone painters. Mr. Brailowsky 
added the Borodin Scherzo In 
response to the ovation. 

The rest of the programme in 
eluded the Bach-Busoni Chaconne 
the Bcelliovcn Sonata op. 31 No. 3, 
and the usual group of Chopin. 
<• ❖ <• 
Jacqueline Blancard. a pianist of 
an entirely different sort, was heard 
earlier in the week. Miss Blancard's 
approach to music Is the classical. 
Her playing of Handel and Mozart 
approaches a true harpsichord style 
as nearly as any pianist's possibly 
could. 

As a result of this approach, her 
playing seems at first a little cold. 
But this objectivity wears well 
when she plays music like the 
Schumann Kreisleriana. 

Miss Blancard is aware of her 

limitations as a pianist and her 

careful selection of her programmes 

to take them into account means 

that her recitals are thoroughly sat- 

isfyijig both technically and 

musically.

This accolade iLoed to belong to 
John Metras' Mustangs. They went 
through the first half of the sea- 
son, winning all their games by 
less than a clear margin of a touch- 
down. But now, the title belongs 
to the Redmen. 

McGlll lest their first of the 
season to the Mnstangs, U-I2, and 
were on the spot for the second 
same. Very few trama. lose Jheir 
first two games of the aeaàen and 
still win the championship, al- 
though Varsity did it last year. 
However the Redmen came 
through and defeated Toronto 
without too much, trouble. Thèy 
von the following week against 
Queen's but took a .miserable 
drubbing the week after. That 
put them back behind the eight 
ball, for the second Toronto 
game. 

To go anywhere they -had to win 
thpl game. The chips w*re down 
and they came through with flying 
colors. However that did little to 
brighten the horiion. They still 
hi«d to win over the Mustangs on 
Saturday to force a play-off for the 
league championship. They did what 
they had to dp, and won. Now the 
team comes up for its third straight 
"cruiclal" contest In three weeks. 

But that's not all we mean when 
we say that the Redmen are the 
greatest money team -- even Jack 
Park will agree — in the league 
today. They have the uncanny 
knack ot coming up with their best 
ball only in those parts of the game 
when they h8V« too. . Other teams 
hpve shoved McGIU all over th6 
field when they are playing in their 
own end of ml4*fleld.-:lt li entirely 
a different situation when they do 
;;c: inside Mr-GIH's fifteen yard line. 
In the eight games that the Bed- 
men have played this year, only 
four touchdowns have been scored 
on plays emanating from inside 
that line. On Saturday the Red 
men went one better, they didn't 
even allow the Mustangs inside 
their own twenty-five. 

The same thins holds on the of 
fcnfc. Take the first Varsity. game 
for example McGill led 10-6 at 
ha;f time. Varsity came back early 
in . the third quarter to go into a 




12-10 lead. The Redmen regained 
tht: upper hand within three min 
ulc; when Ken Wagner broke loose 
and ran 42 yards for the touch- 
down. The same thing happened 
in the second Varsity game. . The 
Blues took a slight lead and McGill 
forged to the front again before 
tan plays had elapsed. Obcck's men 
repeated on Saturday. The Mus- 
tangs ran up a 6-1 lead and kicked 
off to (he Redmcn. Exactly eight 
pltiys later McGili was ba::k in the

Stadium next Saturday for the most 
Important game a McGill football 
team has played since 1938. At that 
time the Redmen defeated the Mus- 
targs 0-0 here in Montréal in a 
pi&y-off game to win the league 
championship. But win or lose 
ne.xt week (he Redmen must remain 
the prida and joy of McGill football 
fa'is. They treated us to a football 
season that we had never antici- 
pated.

Twelve thousand rabid fans 
crowded Richardson Memorial 
Stadium In Kingston (o see the gal 
loping Gaels smash the Varsity 
Blues. The 9-0 victory gave the 
Queens team third place in the sen 
lor football league, delegating la$t 
year's champions to the cellar. The 
fighting Scotsmen took control of 
the game in the first quarter as 
they pulled a sleeper play with 
outside wing Tip Logan receiving 
and racing 88 yards for the major, 
Lcnord converted, to put Queens a 
head 6-0. 

The second quarter produced on- 
ly one scoring play with Al Lenard 
booting a single , point as Sisson 
rouged the Varsity runner after 
(he ademptcd field goal. The 
quarter was uneventful except for 
this play, the teams seeming even 
ly matched. 

The third quarter saw the Gaels 
going on to consolidate their lead 
as they outplayed Varsity almost 
completely, managing to smash 
through the line and rouge Dick 
Brown for a safety touch. Varsity 
looked infinitely better in the sec 
ond half than they did in (he first 
but they lacked the drive to get the 
ball over the Queens line. This 
drive was sparked by the tremend 
ous playing of their triple threat 
star Bruce Cummings. 

The whitewashing of Varsity 
showed that the Gaels were play 
ing with the real old College try, 
even though they themselves had 
only^the barest mathematical 
ct»nce'of getting into the playoffs 
and as it turned out with McGill 
beating the Mustangs, their win did 
them no good in this respect. Note- 
worthy in the. game was the use 
and success of one of football's old- 
est plays, the sleeper, which the 
Gaels employed three times in all 
and with 100% results, one of them 
going for a touch down. 

Stars for ihc Gaels were Lenard 
Brync who made some great gains 
plunging, and Tip Logan who play' 
cd a tremendous game at outside 
wing as well as getting the touch 
down pass.

Dr. Marcus Long, chairman of 
I.S.S. of Canada emphasized that 
the Canadian organization was au- 
tonomous but .would co-operate 
with other organizations providing 
relief for devastated universities 
.and with the international organiza- 
tion in which the Canadian group 
had its origin, llic Canadian group, 
ho pointed out, was not bound by 
decsions of the international organ- 
Nation.

score with a single from the 25 but 
Rocky Robillard danced out to the 
three. And the Rcdmcn proceeded 
to go nowhere. A no-yards-to-thc- 
receiver-penalty on Robillards kick 
put the Mustangs on the McGIll 

30 yard line. Don MacFarlane 
hurtled through a hole in the left 
side of the McGili line and went 
all the way for a touchdown. Parry 
tried to convert but failed. 

McGiil got that one back before 
you could say, "Jack Parry." Mc- 
Giil chose to receive the kick-off 
and recovered to take a first down 
on their own 39 yard line. ° On the 
next play Pete Robinson galloped 
out to take a beautiful pass from 
Harry Irving and push downfield 
to the \yestern 40, a next gain of 

31 yards. Irving 'tried another pass 
but this lime it fell to earth in- 
complete. 

Irving went back to pass for a 
third time, This time however 
Pete Robinson went back around 
behind him and took a lateral on 
sort of a 'State of Liberty" play.

The Redmen played their best 
ball of the season in the second 
half. Western had the ball in the 
McGiil half of the field only once 
during this half, and that time, it 
got no further than the McGiil 51. 
The Rcdmcn netcd nearly 240 yards 
through the air and on the ground 
and scored two touchdowns. The 
Mustangs were held to one touch- 
down. 

Several plays after the kick-off 
Hackett, who had been doing a fine 
job of returning Western kicks all 
day brought the ball up to the 
McGIll 35 yard line. The Redmen 
marched 68 yards on the next eight 
plays to carry the ball right down 
to the Mustangs eight .yard line.

The Canadian Council for Re- 
construction through UNESCO has 
given $10,000 in cash toward an- 
other seminar in Europe, Dr. Mar- 
cus Long, chairman of Interna- 
tional Student Service in Canada 
declared yesterday. 

The CCRU has also guaranteed 
tire remainder of the money neces- 
sary fo rthc expenses of operating 
a seminar in Europe, Dr. Long 
revealed. 

Although the site of next year's 
seminar has yet to be determined, 
there is a strong possibility that 
It will be in France since ■ the 
French Government has Issued an 
invitation to I.S.S. of Canada to 
hold a seminar in that country. The 
Department of External Affairs of 
France expressed a desire to have 
last ycar'Sj Seminar in France but 
prcllininary^'arrangemenls had been 
made to hold It in The Netherlands.

Local committee, reports from '19 
Canadian uqlvcrsitie& . graphically 
pointed up to the wldely-dlvei*- 
gent success that has met Intejna- 
tional Students' Service activities 
on 'campuses from cast to west at 
the Friday evening session of 
I S.S.'s week-end conference in 
Montreal. At some universitis there 
is a campus-wldc support for the 
I S.S. programs,' while at others in- 
terest is "lamentably poor," the 
delegates reports showed. Agajnst 
the national background, the Mc- 
GIll delegation reported "a 
gloomy picture." 

Only consistent factor in the va- 
rious reports was the good prog- 
ress being made by displaced per- 
son students at the universities 
where they are settled, oliservcrs 
noted. . 

Following are resumes of the 
delegations' reports: 

British Columbia: the student 
body decided In a referendum to 
add to their compulsory* fees one 
dollar for I.S.S. Two D.I?.° students, 
who arc making good progress in 
spite of a language barrier, have 
had their fees waived by the uni 
vcrsity and have received $1500 
from the local committee for lodg 
Ing, clothes, and books. 

Alberta: consciousness of I.S.S. Is 
Just seeping into the students' 
minc/s. The students' council has 
Just this year recognized the I.S.S. 
committee, but has granted it no 
budget. A. loud minority opposes 
I.S.S. on the grounds that needy 
local students should be aided first. 

Sackatehewan: three D. P. stud- 
ents arc most valuable assets ..to 
the campus, have been* grantecf $60 
a month for lodging. Last year 
3200 students voted to contribute 
to I. S. S. one dollar each. 

Manitoba: the Board of Gover- 
nors would not waive f.ees for D. 
P. students this year, requesting 
first information from other uni- 
versities to sec how well the plan 
works. Over 5000 students last 
year contributed $1500. 

Western: .last year there was pas- 
sive support on the campus, but 
prospects for this year aris better. 
Last year's campaign " realized 



$1000. The I. S. S. committee works 
in conjunction with the S. C. M. 

MeMastcr: the^c is one D. P. 
student on the campus, and result- 
ant financial problems are great. 
While campus support last year 
was poor, committee plans this 
year should elicit more interest. 

Toronto: Remarkable progress Is 
being made. Through the commit- 
tee's efforts, fees and lodging 
charges for five D.P. students have 
for the most part been waived 
With returns still coming in, a 
campaign held last week hit the 
$2,50^ I mark. 

Queen's: I.S.S. Is becoming a live 
campits issue- because of a well- 
planned publicity,, program.- By 
operating a coke concession at un- 
iversity functions, running a stamp 
club, and by other means, the 
committee hopes to raise more 
money than in previous years. 
. Ottawa: Because the uiiiverslty 
is denominational, previous finan- 
cial commitments must be satis- 
fied. However, students last year 
contributed $740, an average of 
$1.13 each. « 
• Carleton: One D.P. student Is 
doing very well. With good stud- 
ent' council support, prospects 
for the future are bright. Lnst 
year 550 students raised $800. 

University of Montreal: There 
is much campus interest in a pro- 
posed Varsity-Montreal week-end, 
sponsored by the I.S.S.. commit- 
tees.

Indian Governments that they 
should be 'ho whit inferior to the 
rest of the population.' Since the 
Crown Colony's Inclusion in th 
Union they have been first legally 
stopped frorp acquiring property, 
and later their other rights as fir.it 
class citizens taken away." 

That tjie Negroes are promised 
the status now held by the Indian 
if they drive them from the Union, 
is a somewhat ironical indication of 
the lot of the Negroes, resembling 
in fact medieval serfdom. 

All skilled .trades, rights' to vot: 
or^acquire property, to form unions 
or' Hold meetings are denied to the 
Negroes. Their place in the Soutli 
African society Is to provide labor 
for the mines and farms— labor at 
the present time is in great demand, 
as is understandable from 'working 
and living conditions.
